The se ond was the discovery that 
eomebody was fu rnishing information 
abo ut army pla::s to Colonel Scbwarz- 
ko ppen, the Gorman military attache.

the personal 
unpo pu­ 
larity of Captain 
Drey fu s among, his 
asso ciates of the general staff. 
These things, co mbined with a ready 
unscrnpulo usuess on 
the part o f cer­ 
tain o fficers to manufacture ev idence 
to bear o ut their prejudiced theo ries, 
led to a co ncentratio n o n the brilliant 
J ewish officer, 
his 
accusatio n, 
his 
quick trial and his depo rtatio n to a 
ho rrible Impriso nment.

fished. 
Drey fu s Degraded. 
At 9 o’clock in the moru ing of Jan. 5, i 
189 5, 5,000 soldiers of the French army j 
were draw n jp iu the Champs de Mars j 
o n the Ieff ban’.; of the 
Seine, in the 


door. 
In this anteroom a 
guard was 
alway s on du ty . 
By night the o uter 
door was closed Inside 
and o ut so that 
ev ery two hou rs at guard relief there 
was an infernal clatter of 
key s and 
bolts. 
By day I had the right to go 
abou t in a treeless space of less than 
half au acre. 
The moment I left my 
hut I was accompanied by the guard, 
who was not to lose sight of 
a single 
one of my movements. The 
guard was 
armed with a revolver. 
Later o n there 
were added to this a rifle 
and a car­ 
tridge beii.. 
I was forbidden to speak 
to any one bu t the chief gu ard." 
The su fferings of an innocent man in 
su ch circu mstances can scarcely be im­ 
agined. 
They are reflected in these 
passages from his diary : 
“Until now 1 have worshiped reasou . 
I have believed there was logic in 
things and events. 
I have believed In 
hu man ju stice. 
Any thing that was ir­ 
rational and extravagant fou nd ditfi 
cu lt entrance into my brain. Oh, what 
a break ing down of all my beliefs! 
“Since I landed a month ago I have 
remained 
lock ed 
In 
my pen, 
with 
closed blmds. 
Several times I all bu t 
went crazy . 
I had congestion of the 
brain. 
“And theu I have never any news of 
my wife and children. 
Yet I k now 
that since the 29 th of March, nearly 
three week s ago, there have been let 
ters for me at Cay enne. 
I have had 
them telegraph to Cay enne and to 
F ranw for news of my dear ones 
There is no answer. 
“My day s nre interminable, every 
minu te of every hou r a long draw n ou r. 
weariness. 
I am incapable o f any 
considerable phy sical exertion. 
Mo re 
o v er, fro m 10 iu the mo ruing until 3 
In the ev ening the heat makes It ica 


... 4 W 
po ssible fo r me to go o ut. 
K canno t 
wo rk at my English all day lo ng my 
brain will no t stand it—and I hav e 
no thing to read. 
“These sleeploRs nights are fearfu l. 
I manage to get throu gh the day s be­ 
cau se I am occu pied with the thou sand 
and one details of material life." 
In 189 9 the steadily work ing forces 
of tru th and ju stice began to estab­ 
lish his innocence. 
In all Eu ropean cou ntries, especially 
in bitterly hostile France and Ger­ 
many , It was the cu stom for the diplo­ 
matic embassies to spy ou t as many 
military secrets as cou ld be by bribes, 
stealing and ly ing. 
Each m ilitary at­ 
tache had a retinu e of sneak ing hire­ 
lings to obtain plans of fortresses, new 
arm s and mobilization. 
In 1-894 the 
German attache in Paris was Colonel 
Schwarzk oppeu . He was bu y ing infor­ 
mation. althou gh am bassadors were 
m u tu ally pledged to do nothing of this 
k ind. 
The intelligence office of the 
French arm y was k eeping watch on 
the German—embassy to discover its 
sou rces of information. 
, 
The Famou s "Bordereau ." 
Mme. Bastion, a scru bwoman in the 
embassy , was u nder pay of the intelli­ 
gence office to save all scraps of paper, 
which were pieced together by Major 
Henry . 
One day in the su m m er of 
189 4 she tu rned iu a piece of paper 
which afterw ard became k nown as the 
famou s "bordereau .” 
It wag alleged 
to have been fou nd in Colonel Schwarz- 
k oppen’s w astebask et and read: 
“Being withou t information as to 
whether y ou desire to see me, I send 
y ou nevertheless, monsieu r, some in­ 
teresting information, viz: 
| 
“ A note concerning the hy drau lic 
brak e of the 120 and the way the gu n 
is managed. A note u pon the trou pes 
de cou vertu re; some mollifications wiii 
be carried ou t according to the new 
plan. A note concerning a modification 
in the formations of artillery . A note 
relative io Madagascar. The proposed 
manu e! de tir of the field artillery . 
“This docu ment is exceedingly diffi­ 
cu lt to get bold of. and I can only have ( 
it at my disposal for a few day s. The 
minister of war has distribu ted a cer­ 
tain 
nu m ber -of copies among the 
troops, and the corps are held responsi­ 
ble for them. 
Each officer holding a 
copy is req u ired to retu rn it after the 
maneu vers. 
“Therefore if y ou will glean from it 
whatever interests y ou and let me 
have it again as soon as possible I will 
manage to obtain possession of it, u n­ 
less y ou wou ld prefer that. I have it 
copied in extenso and send y ou the 
copy . 
I am ju st starting for the ma­ 
neu vers.” 
Searching For Au thor of Letter. 
General Merrier, minister of w a r;1 
General Boisdeffre. chief of the general 
staff, Colon*1 Siu dherr, head of the in- j 
teliigenee departm ent; Major Henry , 
his assistant, and other high officers 
began a search to discover the au thor 
of this treasonable letter. 
They com 
pared many handwritings and finally 
su spicion pointed to Drey fu s, merely 
becau se some of the writing resembled 
his sty le. 
i 
Drey fu s was not a dashing army of­ 
ficer. 
He was more the brilliant stu ­ 
dent. 
lie was a Jew. 
He spok e with 
a German accent. 
Fie had a hau ghty 
demeanor and associated little with his 
military companions. 
He was k eeu , 
stu diou s, exceedingly retentive in mem­ 
ory , a tremendou s work er and exceed­ 
ingly precise. 
More than this, he was 
wealthy and rather too self confident. 
There was absolu tely no other evi­ 
dence against Drey fu s than this simi­ 
larity iu handwriting; hu t. blinded by 
preju dice, ali the chiefs, from Mercier 
down, were ready to pronou nce him 
gu ilty immediately . 
More than this, 
the u nscru pu lou s Henry was ready to 
secretly 
forge additional 
docu ments 
whenever needed iu emergency , and bis 
associate with the comic opera name 
of Major Du Paty de Clam joined in 
schemes of inq u isition. 
It was Paty de (Tam who arrested 
Drey fu s after getting him to write 
sample letters throu gh a su bterfu ge. 
It was Paty de Clam who condu cted 
the searches of papers and formu lated 
the evidence for the trial. 
He secu red 
the noted criminologist and exp ert Ber- 
tlllou to mak e comparisons of hand 
writing and decide that Drey fu s wrote 
the original bordereau . 
Bu t ail the 
scientific k nowledge of the great Ber- 
tillon and his hand writing tests In this 
ease are u ow thrown into the du st by 
the revelations of simple tru th. 
It cannot be said that there was a 
preconceived conspiracy to entrap and 
convict Drey fu s. 
Bu t when the su s­ 
picion against him arose the men in 
the army staff who dislik ed him were 
only too ready to condemn him. 
Wave of AntLSemitism. 
The w a^e of anti-Semitism then agi­ 
tating France helped pile preju dice 
u pon his head. 
The army chiefs were 
overjoy ed 
that the traitor In their 
midst had been “cau ght.” 
Many of 
the Paris newspapers shriek ed for ven­ 
geance. 
The victim’s conviction was 
a 
foregone conclu sion. 
His 
family 
tried hard to save him and Drey fu s 
valiantly maintained his innocence, bu t 
to no pu rpose. 
The secret cou rt m ar­ 
tial, ou Dec. 29 , 189 4, condemned him 
for life to Devil’s isle. 
The German embassy was in an em­ 
barrassing 
position 
It 
k new 
that 
Drey fu s was not the officer with whom 
dealings were had. bu t. being gu ilty 
of seek ing seoret information, it cou ld 
say nothing 
The most that cou ld be 
done was to pu b.ish semi-official notes 
iu newspapers that Germany had tak en 
no p art in the a IT air. 
Ou the other 
hand, the French army officers cou ld 
not proclaim their 
sou rce of informa­ 
tion, for that wou ld 
reveal how the 
torn scraps of paper were stolen from 
the embassy . 8o to Devil’s isle, off the 
coast of Sou th America, poor Drey fu s 
was sent, and there he su ffered tor­ 
tu res des'gu ed t » rplcLljr end his life. 
In

meantime in* France tnitt^ 


tho ugh crushed to o ar^h. r u 
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The Drey fus family began « jwto m- 
atte wo rk in establishing the co nv ict's 
inno cence. 
His bro ther, Mathew Drey ­ 
fus, spared neither time nor mo ney in 
the great undertaking. 
It was slo w 
and disappo inting at first. 
Ev ery thing 
was bidden in the secret archiv es of 
the war department. 
The campaign 
began with the rou sing of pu blic o pin­ 
io n, and within a y ear France began 
to be torn by bitter controversy that 
embroiled the government itself. 
In 189 0 a new man was at the head 4 
of the Intelligence office in the person 
of Lieu tenant Colonel Picq u art, one of i 
the y ou ngest and most brilliant men in ! 
the army . 
One day the same Mme 
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Bastien, scru bwoman at the German 5 :00 
embassy , neu t in some scraps of paper j 
which, pieced ou t. proved to be a let- j 
ter addressed to Major Esterhazy . It j 
was in the handwriting of Colonel. 7 . 
Schwarzk oppeu . 
bu t 
evidently 
had 
been tom q p and another sent in its 
stead. 
New Traito r Revealed. 
Instantly there was revealed a new 
traitor in the French army camp. Es­ 
terhazy was a dissolu te officer, spend­ 
ing most of his time in Paris instead of 
at his post in Ilou en. The captu red let­ 
ter became k nown as the "p etit bleu ," 
being written ou the blu e stamped p a­ 
p er of the postoffice for immediate de­ 
livery . At first Picq u art did not con­ 
nect Esterhazy with the Drey fu s af­ 
fair. bu t one day , secu ring some of the 
m ajor’s handwriting, he was stru ck 
with the sim ilarity between it and the 
writing on the “bordereau ” on which 
Drey fu s was accu sed. The more he in- j 
vestigated the more he became eon- j 
vinced that Esterhazy was the trattor 
and Drey fu s the innocent man. .

Things began to lo o k dark fo r the 
cause o f J ustice, when Zo la suddenly 
launched his public fetter o f accusa­ 
tio n, declaring Drey fus wro ngfully co n

France blazed with 
agitatio n. 
Zo la was tried and co n­ 
demned to o ne y ear's impriso nment 
and fined 30,000 
francs ($6 ,000) fo r 
slander. 
He fled to England, but the 
Drey fus cause wag rev iv ed. 
la August, 189 8. ano ther co nscien­ 
tio us army officer, Majo r Cuignet, dis­ 
co v ered by co mpariso n o f do cuments 
that the alleged letter fro m the Italian 
military attache 
to the German at­ 
tache was evidently a forgery . 
Major Henry was called before offi­ 
cers o f the w ar dep artm ent and q u es­ 
tio ned. 
He admitted the tru th and 
so ught sy mpathy from the generals 
who had formerly accepted the letter 
witho ut q u estion. 
Bu t pu blic senti­ 
ment was beginning to mak e Itself 
felt. 
The generals sat rigidly silent. 
Henry was ordered to prison.

The session began at Rennes iu 
Au gu st before a cou rt of seven officers, 
presided over by Colonel Jou au st, 
The prisoner, lik e one raised from 
the dead, made a dazed, u nfavorable 
appearance. 
Lal*ori, his lawy er, made 
a brilliant case and won great fame. 
Drey fu s was free, bu t u ot rehabili­ 
tated. 
He refu sed to accept the Ju dg­ 
ment as final. He m u st have complete 
vindication and l>e restored to the same 
plane of Innocence on which he stood 
before the accu sation of 1S9 4.

CHILD LABOR LAW IN GEORGIA 


P rovisions o f a B ill P a ss e d by th e 
L ow e r B ra nc h of th e L e gisla ­ 
tu r e W ill P a ss t h i S e nate. 
Atlanta, Ga., July 17.—By a vote of 
125 to 2 the lower branch of the Geor­

years shall be employed unless he or 
she can show a certain required ability 
to w rite and read, and shall have at­ 
tended school to a prescribed extent.
